Reference is made to the Decision on Petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) 
dated March 10, 2004. The said Decision on Petition indicates that the 
requirement for a copy of the International Application has been satisfied since 
the USPTO has now received the published International application from the 
International Bureau. The Decision further indicates that an executed oath or 
declaration has not been filed. However, this is believed to be in error, since on 
page three of the Decision, the statement is made that "...the declaration is 
acceptable for purposes of compliance with 35 USC 371." 



The Decision on Petition further indicates that counsel has not 
specifically established that the papers Mr. Scheschark is refusing to sign include 



an oath or declaration. Additionally, according to the decision, the petitioner has 
not clearly established that Mr. Scheschark has been presented with a complete 
copy of the international application he is being asked to execute. 



There is now submitted herewith, a declaration executed by Mrs. 
Mindner, a secretary at Robert Bosch GmbH. She indicates in her declaration 
that the documents which she sent to Mr. Scheschark were a complete copy of 
the international application relating to PCT/DE0 1/02024, as well as a declaration 
for signature and dating and return. 

It is believed that the requirements for revival of the application and 
acceptance of the application without the signature of Mr. Scheschark have now 
been met.
